The following amendments were discussed and agreed to by Applicant: 

1 ) In claim 1 , line 1 , delete "patients who have diseases characterized" 

2) In claim 1 , line 3 before TRANCE, insert "a". 

3) In claim 1 , line 2, delete "inhibitors" and insert "inhibitor". 

4) In claim 1 , line 4, after compound delete "having the" and insert "selected from". 

5) Delete claims 6-14 and 16-17. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention, of a method of treating bone loss with a TRANCE/RANK 
inhibitor effective to inhibit osteoclastogenesis and/or osteoclast function selected from 
compounds of formula I, is novel and non-obvious. Examiner interprets "to inhibit 
osteoclastogenesis and/or osteoclast function", as reducing osteoclastogenesis and/or 
osteoclast function in order to treat bone loss. The closest prior art, by Boyle (EP 
0784093) teaches a secreted polypeptide (termed osteoprotegerin-OPG), which is a 
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member of the TNF family, involved in the regulation of bone. Boyle teaches that OPG 
appears to regulate a receptor-ligand interaction in the osteolytic pathway and the 
regulation appears to result in a reduction in the number of osteoclasts. The 
compositions taught by Boyle do not contain the instant compounds of formula I and are 
not obvious variants thereof. Furthermore, Applicant's submission that the compounds 
of formula I are effective inhibitors of osteoclastogenesis and/or osteoclast function is 
further evidence that the claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated nor obvious. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed.
